anger of lesbians and gay nen at the governsent's attack on us in the 

shape of Clause 28 expressed itself in a spontaneous denonstration outside 

Downing Street last nonth, The denonstration was part of a 12,000 strong 
narch organised to ^Stop Clause 28, This was the largest ever political 

action organised by 'the lesbian and gay connunities and its allies and shoved 

how deep and widespread concern is, 

When the narch reached Downing Street, a contingent of lesbians and gay 
nen blocked the entrance and caught the police conpletely unprepared. The 
Police totally overreacted, and there were violent scuffles as they nade 
randon arrests fron the crowds. 

At the rally at the end of the narch the nain speaker was Anerican 
conedienne and activist, Robin Tyler, who helped to organise the 500,000 
strong narch for lesbian and gay rights in Washington last October, She gave 
an hilarious account of her affair with Dane Jill Knight - the sponsor of the 
Clause 28 anendnent, "That bitch - she swore she'o get even', and talked 
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Polytechnic by the Lesbian/fiay Society 

All this coincides with a lesbian & gay writers' season, a 
lesbian/gay filn season at City Lights and a lightening visit by 6ay 
Sweatshop with their latest production, "This Island's Nine" in the 
Spring (details in flarch Metro Say), 

Tony Blundell (pictured with Nigel fron Leicester) was one of the 
East Midlands contingent on the narch and said there was a great 
feeling of unity ana a deternination to fight this Bill, "To get 
12.000 people on the streets at three weeks' notice with Xnas in 
between is good going by any standards and shows just how nuch 
opposition there is to this Bill", 

As we go to press the Bill is before the House of Lords for its 
second reading and is due to cone into force on April 1st (Is this 
deliberate or what?) and will begin to be inpleiented on June 1st 
(Just in tine for Lesbian/6ay Pride Week!)
